20-DOLLAR WAGE MINIMUM FOR 
WOMEN GRANTED BY INDUSTRIAL 
WELFARE COMMISSION 


The recent increase in the minimum wages for women to 50 
cents per hour, thereby establishing a wage of $20 a week for 
forty hours’ work, is not only a progressive and commendable 
step by the industrial welfare commission of California, but it 


also 
fornia State Federation of 
Labor to up the wage minimum 
for these employes. 

« Although the federation is 


more than ever of the opinion 
that not a particle less than 65 
cents per hour can possibly main- 
tain women in any semblance of 
health and decency, it nevertheless 
recognizes that this increase is at 
least a move in the right direction. 


When over a year ago the 
federation entered the fight to 
increase the minimum wage for 
women workers in this state, 
the rate was 331/3 cents an 
hour, or $16.00 for a 48-hour 
week. Following the hearing 
on the manufacturing industry, 
as a result of which the wage 
minimum was increased to 
$18.00 for a 40-hour week, the 
federation introduced at subse- 
quent hearings for other indus- 
tries incontrovertible data that 
nothing less than 65 cents an 
hour was adequate for a sub- 
sistence level in accordance 
with the requirements of the 
state law. 

In these later hearings the fed- 
eration fought harder than ever to 
Yraise the state’s wage minimum. 
Piles of data and arguments were 
added up at each individual hear- 
ing not only to substantiate the po- 
sition which the federation took, 
but also to refute the spurious 
arguments which the employers’ 
representatives tried to make stick. 


marks another victory in the long fight waged by the Cali- 
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That these efforts are beginning to 
produce results should be hearten- 
ing to the labor movement, as well 
as to the unfortunate female wage 
earners who have not yet seen the 
benefit of organization, and to the 
minors. 

The $18.00 a week precedent was 
broken by the welfare commission 
in upping the scale to $20.00 per 
week in its new order for the in- 
dustries handling farm products 
after harvest, and for which the 
federation presented a brief con- 
centrating on the cost of living and 
budgetary phases of the question. 
Other hearings were held for the 
amusement and recreation and the 
| transportation industries which will 
also benefit from this new rate 
of $20.00 per week. 


Although the federation wel- 
comes the increase, it still is 
firmly convinced that no wo- 
man can live in health and de- 
cency at $20.00 per week and 
no evidence in the world can 
prove that they can. That the 
industrial welfare commission 
is trying to do a good job can- 
|; not be denied and the federa- 
tion is fully aware of the many 
difficulties and problems which 
confront them. 


In view of the new established 
wage minimum, the federation will 
insist that the new rate be applied 
to the orders issued earlier by the 
commission and affecting the other 
industries. 


COST OF LIVING RISES 
ANOTHER 8 PER CENT 


Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins estimated that the cost of liv- 
ing rose another 0.8 per cent from 
mid-April to mid-May, bringing the 
average cost of living for city 
workers to a level of 7.8 per cent 
above a year ago and 24.1 per cent 
above January 1941. 

The jump, as usual, was mostly 
in food, particularly fresh fruits 
and vegetables from the 1943 crop 
just coming to market. 

In the month ended May 13, 
food costs increased 1.7. per 
cent. There also were slight in- 
creases in the cost of medical 
care, barber and beauty ser- 

J vices and some other services, 
but Miss Perkins said items 
accounting for 60 per cent of 
the family budget — especially 
rent—remained practically un- 
challenged. 

The secretary's figures indicated 
that the cost of living on May 15 
was 6.2 per cent above September 
15, 1942, the level to which Price 
Administrator Prentice M. Brown 
seeks a “rollback” in prices through 
subsidies and other measures. 

Miss Perkins said national food 
prices on May 15 were 17 per cent 
higher than a year ago, while in 
an “unidentified New England city” 
the increase was 24 per cent.

NEWSPAPER ADS DRAW 
WORKERS TO WAR PLANT 


A large aircraft industry’s prob- 
lem in procuring adequate person- 
nel is being aided by newspaper ad- 
vertising dramatizing the workers’ 
wartime efforts. 

Now employing over 5,000 per- 
sons, Fleetwings, Inc., a division 
of Kaiser Cargo, Inc., recently 
faced the problem of obtaining 
workers from outside its compar- 
atively small home community of 
Bristol, Bucks county, Pa. 

Help from nearby farming 
areas could not be obtained in 
great numbers because agricul- 
tural workers were urgently 
needed, Nearby Trenton, (N. J.) 
could not produce the neces- 
sary people because of the crit- 
ical employment situation in 
that city. 

Fleetwings then turned to Phila- 
delphia, 20 miles away, to get the 
much needed workers, despite 
transportation difficulties. 

Advertising in newspaper classi- 
fied sections proved to be the key 
to the situation. Before long, ac- 
cording to Paul F. Biklen, Fleet- 
wings public relations director, 
there were “long lines of appli- 
cants responding to our appeals.”

increase of child labor, made repeatedly by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, are shown to have been fully justified by latest 
figures on the employment of children 

Child labor is gaining at an unprecedented rate throughout 
the nation, the children’s bureau of the U. S. department of 
labor finds. More than 2,000,000 boys and girls between the 
ages of 14 and 17 are working in industry today, double the 
number employed in 1941. 


Even more alarming than the total increase is the fact that 
the largest increase has been in the 14 and 15-year-old bracket, 
rather than among the 16 and 17-year-olds. 

Many of these children are being employed illegally, reports 
from state labor departments all over the country indicate. In 
1942 there was an increase of 123 per cent in the number of 
establishments found violating the child labor laws, while 132 
per cent more children were found to be illegally employed in 
‘1942 compared to 1941 

Yet in the face of these figures, the present reactionary con- 
gress, apparently blindly intent on fighting progress, has gone 
far to approve cuts for the administration of child labor pro- 
visions of the fair labor standards act. If congress persists in 
this attitude, it must take a heavy responsibility for encouraging

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PUBLIC HOUSING NOW 
TEN YEARS OLD 


On June 17 was the tenth 
anniversary of the public hous- 
ing program in the United 
States and in commemoration 


of the date, the national public 
housing conference reviewed pro- 
gress in the field and published 
statements from President Roose- 
velt and other leaders in housing, 
labor and government forecasting 
expanded programs after the war. 

The program came into being on 
June 16, 1933, as part of the na- 
tional industrial recovery act, un- 
der which low-rent homes and slum 
clearance were authorized as part 
of the functions of the board of 
public works under the direction 
of Harold L. Ickes, secretary of the 
interior. 

Roosevelt's Statement 

“The tenth anniversary of na- 
tional public housing is a notable 
milestone,’ Mr. Roosevelt said. 
“Tremendous strides forward have 
been made in the decade since the 
national industrial recovery act of 
1933 provided for a public works 
program, of which housing became 
a significant part. 

“Great social gains were ef- 
fectuated through the public 
housing program before the 
war, Publicly financed war 
housing has made a large con- 
tribution to our entire war ef- 
fort. I see also challenging pos- 
sibilities of developing even 
broader housing programs for 
even more extended segments 
of the population under the 
program of the national hous- 
ing agency when the war is 
over.” 

Comments By Others 

Among others commenting on 
the housing anniversary and future 
needs were Senator Robert F. Wag- 
ner of New York, sponsor of the 
United States housing act of 1937; 
Secretary Ickes, B. J. Hovde, head 
of the conference; Mrs. Mary K. 
Simkovitch, founder and former 
president of the conference; Wil- 
liam Green, head of the American 
Federation of Labor; Philip Mur- 
ray, president of the congress of 
industrial organizations; Nathan 
Straus, former administrator of 
the United States housing auth- 
ority, and Mrs. Dorothy Rosenman, 
chairman of the committee on the 
housing emergency. 

The conference gave data from 
the federal housing authority to 
show the scope of the nation’s pub- 
lic housing program. Wartime op 
erations embrace 662,695 dwelling 
units to cost $1,931,240,000; of the 
2,026 projects, 80 per cent are 
under FPHA jurisdiction. There 
are 355,974 units in use and 306,721 
others under construction. The

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MANY SMALL BAKERIES CLOSE 
DESPITE BIG DEMAND | 


America’s small independently- 
owned bake shops are succumbing 
to the shortages of war. 

Their business has boomed be- 
cause of rationing and because 
many housewives have gone out of 
the kitchen and into war plants. 
3ut they are unable to get enough 
supplies or to find the workers to 
turn out all the goods they can
